Grass in the Docks. 


Business took me round by the back of 
the Customs House the other day. I see 
that the authorities are now digging up all 
the ground which lies opposite the back 
entrance, and are laying it down in turf. 
The effect ought to be refreshing to those 
who have work in that region, and, on the 
whole, should help to brighten up what is 
otherwise rather a dreary corner. Some of 
the old carved stones saved after the fire 
are being utilised to make what looks like 
a prospective fountain, but the workman 
whom I interrogated was not quite certain 
if that was the intention, or whether they 
were designed to form some sort of an 
ornament — possibly a monument in 
advance to our lost trade. It certainly 
looks as if the grass will shortly be grow- 
ing not only in the docks, but beneath the 
Customs officials’ feet. 


Royalty in Business. 


A prince of the Danish Royal House 
has applied for re-admission into the 
“French Foreign Legion, giving as his 
“reason for so doing the excuse that 
he found a business career too dull. 
Unlike. him, many members of European 
Royalty, to whom profit could be no con- 
$ideration, have found, and continue to 
find, diversion in business. The Danish 
a. royal father, King Christian X.., 
or example, pays close attention to the 
activities of the Stock Exchange, and has 
many considerable ‘‘deals’’ to his credit. 
The Queen of Holland supplies from her 
dairy, near the Palace of Het Loo, a very 
large proportion of the milk consumed by 
buyers in Amsterdam; and King Alfonso, 
before his exile from Spain, was the pro- 
Noe of a large motor and bicycle 

actory near Madrid. King Albert of 
Belgium, when a young man, spent 
several years as a reporter on an American 
bus at a weekly salary of £3. His 

ajesty of Sweden has a'very large 
interest in a Stockholm brewery, and the 
Queen-Mother of Rumania, some years 
before the commencement of the Great 
War, started a factory for manufac- 
turing toothpicks. Even before post- 
war depression royalty was not 
ashamed to enter commerce, .The ex- 
Kaiser used to run a cefé at Potsdam 
near the palace, received dividends from a 
large brewery in Hanover, and was the 
owner of a flourishtmg porcelain works at 
Cadinen. The late King Peter of Serbia 
was the owner of a shaving saloon 
and chemist’s shop in Belgrade; the ex- 
King of Wurtemberg drew a net profit of 
£10.000 every year from hotels which he 
used to run in the Black Forest; the ill- 
fated Tsar of Russia was a_ timber 
merchant, and Duke Ulrich of Wurtem- 
berg owned a corset factory. 


Dog-Fights as an Altraction. 


The Japanese Scciety of Dog-Lovers. 
apparently, is affiliated to neither the 
Tail-Waggers’ Club nor the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. The 
og-lovers of Japan are seeking permis: 
sion to arrange for public dog fights. They 
Claim that dog-fighting is a good, manly 
sport, and that it ought to prove an added 
attracticn in the way of amusement for 
foreign visitors. Somehow I cannot picture 
the Westerner travelling to Japan to 
witness the local championships, and I 
find it difficult to imagine European or 
American dogs being entered for the in- 
ternational championshirs. 


i Not Bad Enough. 


There are some people in the Free State 
who consider that the Film Censor is not 
severe enough with the scissors, and that 
many more yards of film ought to be cut 
from what is left after he has operated. 
The reverse, however, occurred in Spain, 
where a film was widely adverti as 
being unfit for the senoritas. The warning 
was stifficient to draw the fair sex till the 
‘house full’ notices had to be dis- 
played. The film was, however, perfectly 
harmless, and the next move came from 
the sénoritas, who complained that the 
theatre had. obtained their money under 
false pretences. The film was inspected by 
the local magistrates, who declared that, 
as it did not come up to the standard 
claimed for it in the advertisement, it 
would have to be banned. 


Burns's Sister. 


Some time ago, when one or two members 
of the Belfast Burns Society were com- 
missioned to inspect the grave of the poet’s 
sister at Dundalk, and to report on its 
condition, there was a good deal of dis- 
cussion about how Agnes Burns came to 
be buried in Ireland. In a volume of 
stories that has come my way there is an 
explanation. It is called “ Random 
Stories,” and the author is the late Major 
H. S. McClintock, of Hillsborough. Major 
McClintock’s cousin, Matthew Fortescue, 
lived at Stephenstown, near Dundalk; he 
was Master of the Hounds, an all-round 
sportsman, and ‘‘ he had even perpetrated 
a small book of poems, having probably 
been bitten by Byron when they were 
school-fellows at Harrow.’’ He was the 
owner of a large estate, and, when he 
visited his wife’s family in Scotland on 
one occasion and saw the up-to-date 
methods of farming that were employed 
there,, he decided to make improvements 
at Stephenstown. He bought the latest 
agricultural implements, and engaged a 
Scottish land steward named Galt. 
Evidently the venture was unsuccessful! 
financially, and he told Major McClintock 
that, “if Stephenstown had been flagged 
so that Galt could not have broken it up, 
he would have been a rich man.” ‘“‘ This 
Galt,’’ the major continues, “had for a 


wife a sister of the great ‘poet, “Robert 
Burns, as umprepossessing a female as one 


would care to see.”’ 


Steel Cheques. 


Cheques. drawn on paper other than the 
printed forms supplied by the banks are 
nothing new, but a novel material for this 
purpose is just reported from America. 
Newspapers devoted to the welding trade 
recently held a competition throughout 
the United States, in which the first three 
prizes were in the form of cheques written 
on one-eighth-inch steel. Every cheque 


| was twenty-four inches long and ten wide.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—Apart from the merits of the case 
between the Irish and British Governments, 
the position of the unfortunate annuitant is 
both Gilbertian and disastrous. For his 
benefit some person lent money to enable him 
to become owner of his farm, and he was to 
pay a certain annuity for an agreed number 
of years. He now omes involved m a 
dispute the outcome of which can in no way 
directly benefit him, whereas, if it is con- 
tinued, it must mean bankruptcy. 

Take a concrete case of an annuitant hold- 
ing a farm of one hundred acres; his annuity 
we can put down at £50, which he has paid 
to the Government. His is a mixed farm and 
has at present fifty bullocks fattening, for 
which he hoped to get £20 cash. Under the 
present position he can now only expect to 
sell them less 20% tax—£l6, or at a loss 
of £200. His position will then be that he 
has paid £250 in annuities—£50 to the Irish 
Government and £200:to the. British. 

It is absurd for politicians to say that this 
is going to benefit the farmer; for no farmer 
could stand such a capital loss coming on 
top of so many bad years. The annuitant 1s 
also mulcted in having to pay in his rates 
a proportion of the bes Se annuities, as well 
as the taxes on imported articles that he 
may have to buy. In face of all this I am 
convinced that no Government can possibly 
be allowed to beggar the annuitants over a 
question that it admits to be open to 
arbitration.—Yours, etc.,

A MAGIC NIGHT. 
From OUR HARBOUR CORRESPONDENT. 


An attractive advertisement of a sea cruise 
catching the eye may be quite during 
tue summer months to start our thoughts 
wandering far beyond the boundery line of 
office routine, In some mysterious fashion 
a ship bespeaks a sense of freedom—an escape 
from one’s present existence which cannot 
Le actuated by anything else in the whole 
world. There is fascination in the thought 
that, by the simple method of walking across 
a short gang way, the tenour of existence can 
be completely altered, and that the impossi- 
bility which existed while standing on the 
quay is changed into a feasible fact, It is 
as though travel, adventure and romance 
personified, stood on board awaiting the intro- 
duction which can only be effected through 
the medium of a ship. 

Although the countryside holds an un- 
doubted charm at this time of year, the sea, 
should she be in the mood, ig a worthy rival 
to its beauty, During a calm night recently 
it was difficult to believe that the ocean 
could hold any powers of destruction. Amidst 
illimitable silence a yellow moon glided out 
dreamily and drifted towards some vague and 
unknown destination in the West, while the 
blackness of the water was streaked with a 
magic pathway of light, which undulated 
gently with the ripples. Occasionally the 
shadows from slowly moving clouds dimmed 
the scene, adding to an impression of 
unreality, Sometimes, like a soothing breath, 
faint airs camo wandering across the vast 
surface, ag though to enhance the purity of 
the night, while, over all, reigned the serene 
peace of nature at rest. 


DREDGER TOLLS A BELL. 


The dredger Deepwater was responsible 
for the tolling of a fog bell on the Liffey 
the other day, although there was no fog. 
She had dropped anchor close to one of the 
mechanical fog and light stations i> order 
to carry out dredging operations, when 
suddenly,. as though in protest against hei 
proximity, the bell began its monotonous 
toll. Jt is accounted for by the fact that 
the bell is operated by means of a ray of 
light, placed. on the opposite side of the 
river, which shines on a piece of selenium. 
Should the ray be intercepted by thick 
weather or, incidentally, by the upperworks 
of a dredger, an electrical contrivance 1 
set in motion which operates the bell. A 
‘delayed motion” is also introduced, in 
order that the apparatus may not be started 
by the smoke of pagsing steamers. 

In these economical days very little over- 
time, as far as the discharging of ships is 
concerned, is worked at Alexandra Basin, 
and, in consequence, an atmosphere of peace 
and quietness usually pervades the dock on 
a Sunday. A visitor strolling along the 
quays at such a time can obtain a better 
idea of the ships and their crews than on 
a busy week-day. Here, perhaps, the 
strains of a guitar from the forecastle uí 
a Spanish steamer strike the ear. Further 
along, the sight of a girl standing on the 
mid-ship deck betrays the fact that the 
ship is a Norwegian. It is quite a common 
occurrence for a woman to “sign on” 
either as a ccok or a steward aboard 
Norwegian ships, and, as she receives 
smaller pay, she is often taken in pre- 
ference to a man. 


FOG IN THE ATLANTIC.

RAILWAY CHIEF

OTTAWA, Tuesday. 


The resignation of Sir Henry Thornton 
as President of the Canadian National 
Railways, was officially announced to-day. 
He began his railway career in 1896 as a 
draughtsman for the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, and after a long period of successful 
work for American railways, returned to 
England on his appointment in 1914 as 
general manager of the Great Eastern 
Railway. His work in connection with the 
transportation of troops during the War 
brought him the position of Inspector- 
General of Transportation. 

On the conclusion of the War he was 
chosen as head of the Canadian National 
Railways, thus becoming chief of the 
largest railway system on 
American Continent.

Captain Nugent 
recently obtained a decree for possession 
of the lodge against Craven, who held the 
tenancy as caretaker, and the decree was to 
be executed at eleven o'clock this morning. 

When the Sheriff's officer and his 
assistants arrived the house was sandbagged 
and — by thirty-five men carrying 
héavy sticks, but otherwise unarmed. Pasted 
on the door was thé Proclamation of the

“Patrick Craven, with his wife and 
familv, are tiot'fied to be evicted to-day at 
the instigation of the Free State Army 
captain, Joe Nugent. who was presented wit 
a large farm and tarsion ‘thereon by 
the Cosgrave murder gang for services 
rendered with the King’s Irish mercenaries 
during the 1922-25 struggle that was created 
by the British War Office, with a backing of 
renegades and traitor Irishmen.”

GNORANCE .of the motive. of a 
| young Waterford girl, who virtually 
Jumped to her death from a motor car 
travelling between fifteen and twenty miles 
an hour, was the chief feature of an inquest 
on Bridget Smith, aged 18, of Luke Wadding- 
ton street, at Waterford to-day. 

Before giving evidence, Nicnolas Condon, 
6 Grady's lane, Waterford, driver of the car 
in quéstion, was cautioned by the Coroner, 
Ur. Denis Kennedy, 

In reply to Superintendent Fahy, Condon 
said: *‘ I own thé motor car. 1 took out the 
car yesterday afternoon to test it, 2¢ I 
just overhauled it. I took it from the garage 
tn Blake’s lane and went up Slievekeaie and 
down Paddy Brown's road to Cork road and 
into the Kalbarry road as far as Whelan’s 
House. I stopped there. I spoke to a man 
named Jim Gaule for nearly three-quarters 
of an hour. Hé sat in the car while we were 
speaking. I went up as far as Lacken Cross, 
about seventy yards further on, and turned 
the car round. I retarned and left Gaule 
and then went towards Waterford and home. 
Before I reached Cork road from Kilbarry I 
met a girl walking. She put up her -hand 
to stop me. Í stopped a few yards above her 
and then redognised her.

Sie sat in the car in the front 
seat, and I continued as far as the Cork road 
and turned round again in the direction of 
Lacken. She did not say where she was 
going; she kept talking all the time. As we 
were passing Widger’s gate I saw her half 
way out of the car, falling towards the 
gre 

“I. was travelling betwen fifteen and 
twenty miles an hour. She gave me no warn- 
ing that she was going to leave the car and 
never asked me to pull up. I did not see her 
try to open the door. - saw no motion on 
her part at all, nor did she strike up against 
me. I did not, hear the door being opened 
and did not see her beginning to Shave the 
cár.” 

Evidence was given by Dr. William Coffey 
that the cause of death was a fractured 
skull, The whole skull, he said, was starred, 
as if the girl fell almost vertically from the 


car. There was absolutely no evidence sug- Í 


gesting any struggle or molestation before 
death.

The Imperial Conference. 

The stage is set for the Imperial Con-. 
esa’ Yesterday the British, South 
African, Indian and Southern Rhodesian 
delegations arrived at Ottawa, where they 
were awaited by the representatives of 
other countries of the Empire. The 
actual proceedings will open to-morrow, 
and the delegates will plunge in medias res 
with the least possiblo delay. They will 
have little excuse to tarry. Time has not 
been wasted since Canada issued her 
invitation last year, and the past few 
months, in particular, have seen a fever of 
activity throughout the Government de- 
partments of the Commonwealth. Business 
men have been consulted; preliminary 
conversations have been held; unofficial 
delegations have crossed the ocean in an 
effort to smooth the way for the Con- 
ference proper. The latest batch of dele- 
gates—those who sailed on the Empress of 
India—have not wasted even the time of 
their journey; the informal discussions 
that they held on board are likely to prove 
of the highest value. No delegation, 
indeed, has defined its policy to any 


other; but every one is familiar already 
with the resources and limitations of 


every Commonwealth country. All—if 
we except the Free State’s ambassadors— 
are alike in their belief that agreement at 
Ottawa offers a hope of almost boundless 
possibilities for commercial expansion: In 
this confidence they; are not alone, We 
refer our readers to the opinions of the 
Italian Press, which we print to-day, on 
the prospects of Ottawa. i 

It is unreasonable to expect that the 
delegates will be able to devise a 
comprehensive scheme of inter-imperial 
trade, precise and perfect in every detail. 
They hope that the broad work will have 
been completed within a month, and that 
the final details will be worked out by a 
specially constituted Imperial Secretariat. 
We shall be surprised, indeed, if they have 
drawn more than the outline of so huge a 
scheme within the space of a month. Yet 
on the main function of the Ottawa Con- 
ference the British Commonwealth is 
agreed as it rarely has been agreed on any 
subject. ‘‘ The delegates at Ottawa,” says 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin, “can reach agree- 
ments which will increase trade between 
the different parts of the Empire, and so 
promote the greater well-being of every 
unit of the Empire. That is a cause which, 
for our own sake, lies close to all our 
hearts.” Mr. Baldwin speaks for Great 
Britain, but the views of nearly all the 
Dominions are not less definite. They 
have felt the pressure of hard times, and 
it has driven them to realise the value of 
their common heritage. Together, com- 
plementing one another, ‘they can form an 
economic unit that will increase their 
strength tenfold. No part of the British 
Commonwealth is complete in itself; as a 
unit the Empire can supply virtually 
everything that it needs, as well as a rich 
market for its members. 

The economic salvation of the Empire is, 
in itself, a great pursuit ; but Ottawa may 
lead to a result still greater. “ We be- 
lieve,” says Mr. Baldwin, “ that by the 
methods we adopt we can set an 
example to the whole world in breaking 
down obstacles to commerce, and in aid- 
ing a revival of agriculture, industry and 
trade, so bringing the peoples safely 
through the tragic depression of recent 
times.” Tariffs—the policy of economic 
isolation—have brought the world very 
near to ruin. All enlightened nations 
wish to see that policy abandoned, but 
none dares to be pioneer in the abolition 
of tariff walls..

WORLD SHIPPING IN 
1931. 


FIGURES FOR IRELAND 
AND GREAT BRITAIN. 


Great Britain and Ireland showed by far 
‘the greatest decrease in shipping tonnage 
throughout the world during 1931, according 
to Lloyd’s Register Book, which was issued 
yesterday. 

All types of vessels throughout the world 
for 1951 aggregated 70,131,040 tons, while 
the total for 1952 was 69,734,310. The 
figures for Great Britain and Ireland were 
20,302,905 tons and 19,671,675 tons respec- 
tively. 

During the last twelve months there had 


been a decrease in the steam tonnage owned. 


in the world of 961,604 tons, an increase of 
606,944 tons in the motor tonnage, and a 
ducrease in the tonnage of sailing vessels 
and barges of 42,070 tons, making a net de- 
crease of 396,730 tons in the total tonnage 
for the world. 

The countries showing the largest increases 
for the last twelve months were :—Norway 
(101,333 tons); Danzig (82,355 tons); Soviet 
Russia (81,308 tons); Greece (72,282 tons), 
and Italy (54,899 tons). 

The largest decreases were :—Great Britain 
and Ireland (631,230 tons); Holland (154,330 
tons); the United States (95,563 tons) and 
Germany (89,759 tons).

Unless there is a fa 
ing off in the number -of accidents in t 
meantime, the demand will be made when 
Parliament meets again for decisive acti: 
in order that there may be a greater degree 
of safety. It remains to be seen wheth 
the re-imposition of a speed limit will | 
necessary, but the introduction of a : 
way traffic scheme for main roads 
suggested where they are not wide enoug 
to ensure safety, and alternative routis 
exist. 


Housing Subsidies. 


The question of the expenditure op hous 
ing subsidies is receiving the attention of 
the Minister of Health, and plans are 
being prepared for presentation to Parlia- 
ment in the autumn. The scheme pro- 
vides for a curtailment of future payments, 
so that within a certain time subsidies wi!| 
be paid on fewer houses; but it is not 
intended that any steps shall be taken 
which would restrict the building of small 
houses for workers in towns or for cottages 
in rural districts. Housing subsidies this 
year involve the payment by the Treasury 
of over £15,000,000, and it is understood 
that a saving of about £5.000.000 under 
this heading is planned within the next 
few years. 


Censorship in England. 


The Public Morality Council, which 
cludes a number of very prominent people, 
will meet on Thursday to discuss tho 
presentation of a memorial to the Pri: 
Minister urging the co-ordination of vi 
of the authorities responsible for 
control of stage plays, books and films. 
will suggest that the representative co: 
sultative committee, set up to deal with 
film censorship and cinema licensing, shall 
be made a permanent body. Once the 
memorial has been prepared, a copy will be 
made for public signature, and it is hoped 
that this will lead to a movement whereby 
constant consultation between the various 
professions, industries and authorities can 
be fostered. The Council holds that the 
work of the film consultative committee 
ought to be extendec to publications ar’ 
plays, since it appears useless to deal with 
one subject only when the three require 
supervision. 


New Austrian Duties. 


Eggs, butter, fruit and vegetables reac! 
ing Austria from abroad will be affect 
by new duties within a short time, if the 
Government's plans are confirmed by the 
tariff committee which is sitting now. As 
much as one half schilling—about 4d 
would be charged upon every egg brouglit 
in, and the duties upon the other con 
modities, it is expected, would bq equally 
severe. Austrian journals—especially those 
of the Left—make no secret of their fears 
for the rise in the cost of living, since 
Austria never has been self-sufficing 
many of the affected commodities.

Referring to Navan fair on Monday last, 
Mr. W. P. Smith, of Messrs. P. Smith and 
Son, auctioneers, Navan, said that only four 
beasts: were shown—three fat cows and one 
milch cow—in addition to fifteen lambs and 
five pigs. It was the worst fair he remem- 
bered.

He thought that the 
armers; who worked the biggest industry of 
this country, were fhe Pate.

Things could 
not go on for three months as they were at 

The Chairman—Are you satisfied with the 
position of things at present? 

Cries of : " No.” 

Senator William Quirke said that the 
twenty per cent, tariff was put on by the 
British Government and not by their own 
Government, and they must take some action 
to counteract and combat that tariff. The 
present Government was elected by amajority 
of the people on certain understandings, one 
of which was that they would retain the land 
annuities, and they were endeavouring to do 
that when England stepped in and imposed 
a twenty per cent. tariff. His opinion was 
that the farmers should stand by the Govern- 
ment, At a tecent meeting in Clonmel the 
farmers asked for a two years’ moratorium. 
If the farmers weakened on this, they might 
as well go into jail and be slaves for the 
rest of their lives. The Government were 
fighting the case of Ireland. The first blow 
was struck by England, and it was up to the 
farmers, who were the backbone of the 
country, to do something and stop blubbering. 

The Chairman said that it was all very 
well saying to stand behind the Government, 
They must obey the Government, but when 
their very existence was threatened, one 
could get behind amyone he liked. Were the 
farmers going. to pay the tax and, at the 
same time, pay the annuities? What was to 
be done to relieve the situation? 

Senator Quirke—If we do not stand 
together, the other fellow will have the ad- 
vantage. | 

Mr. Con. O'Neill, Lisronagh, sáid that, the 

uestion of arbitration was in abeyance, and 
ngland or Ireland might get the benefit, 
but the farmers wan to tell them—the 
English side or the Irish side—that they 
wanted a moratorium, or that the annuities 
should be extended to posterity, to pay its 
share.

A LARGE force of police drawn from 
Larne, Whitehead, Glenarm” and 
Cushendall, ae this morning, raided a 
camp at Harphall, Glenarm, Co. Antrim, 
stated to have been occupied by members 
of the McKelvey Club, Belfast. About 
thirty young men were in the camp, over 
which flew the Free State tri-colour, but 
it is believed that other members of the 
club were residing in houses in the village. 
The police have had the camp under 
observation for some time. When the 
raid took place the majority of the young 
men were in bed sleeping, while others 
had hurley sticks, he tri-colour was 
taken down, and the police took into 
custody Dr. Farrel Leddy, whose address 
is given as Rockdale street, Belfast, and 
brought. him to police headquarters in 
Belfast. Up to a late hour this afternoon 
no charge was preferred against Dr. Leddy. 
After the raid the tents were taken down 
and, with the other camp equipments, 
placed upon a lorry, which left for Belfast. 
Members of the party who were residing in 
Glenarm also left for Belfast. 
*RIOTOUS BEHAVIOUR.” 

Later twenty-four young men were de- 
tained by the police in Belfast on a charge 
of riotous behaviour on the Antrim road, 
and also with using threatening and 
abusive words, whereby a breach of the 
peace might have been caused. It was 
alleged that the youths, whose ages ranged 
from 17 years to 21, who were passengers 
on a ig | from Larne, were 4ing- 
ing “ The Soldier’s Song,” and shouting 
“Up the Republic,” and “Up de 
Valera.” They were subsequently charged 
in the Police Court, Belfast. 

Constable Ferris said that at 8.30 that 
morning, while on duty at the corner of 
New Lodge road and Antrim road, he saw 
a lorry containing all the defendants. 
They were singing the “ Soldiers’ Song ”’ 
and shouting ‘ Op: the Republic ” and 
“ Up de Valera.” The lorry proceeded on 
down the Antrim road and witness, accom- 
panied by Constable Young, hailed a pass- 
ing motorist and followed the lorry down 
to Donegall street and Royal Avenue 
corner, where it was held up by the traffic 
signals. 

The lorry was turned at this point and 
the men conveyed back to Glenravel street 
Barracks, where they were arrested. They 
continued singing the ‘‘ Soldiers’ Song ’ 
and shouting “ Up the Republic ” and 
“Up de Valera ” when in the cells. 

Constable Ferris said that the defend- 
ants stated that they. were members of 
the Currant Square Rovers. They had 
been camping down below Larne and had 
been chased out by the police, they said, 
and had procured the lorry to convey 
them home. 


ALLEGATIONS DENIED. 

One of the accused men objected to a 
statement that they were cursing and 
swearing and guilty of riotous behaviour. 
They denied these allegations. James 
Crawford, another of the accused men, 
entered the witness-box, and, in reply to 
Mr. Toppin, R.M., said that none of them 
was guilty of riotous behaviour. 

Mr. Toppin, R.M.—In my opinion, if 
you came down Antrim road in a lorry 
waving hurley sticks and singing the 
** Soldiers’ Song ” and shouting ‘‘ Up de 
Valera,” and so forth, I would be mis- 
leading you if I said that that would not 
be considered riotous behaviour. That 
conduct could not be supported. 

Crawford—No one shouted “Up, de 
Valera.” 

Were you singing the “ The Soldiers' 
Song?’’—We were. 

Were you shouting “Up, the Re- 
public ?’’—No. 

Crawford also denied that they had 
used insulting language to the police. 
They had been in camp near Larne for a 
week. | 

Mr. Toppin, R.M., then asked the 
prisoners if they were prepared to give 
an undertaking that there would be no 
repetition of this behaviour. 

One of the prisoners asked if this merely 
meant that they were not to sing “ fhe 
Soldiers’ Song’’ in any district where it 
was likely to cause trouble.

In a leading article The Times to-day 
states:—The great project for making 
accessible to ocean-going transport the 
lake ports of Canada and of the American 
Middle-West has been brought a stage 
nearer realisation by the St. Lawrence 
Waterway Treaty, which was sighed at 
Washington on Monday by Mr. Stimson, 
the American Secretary of State, and 
Major Herridge, the Canadian Minister to 
the United States. The two countries 
agree to. co-operate in the engineerin 
works necessary to make the internationa 
portion of the St. Lawrence river navig- 
able for coean-going ships and for the 
heavy draught cargo boats which now 
carry most of the freight in the Great 
Lakes. When the full scheme is. com- 
leted there will be a 27-foot channel 
,000 miles in length from the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence to the wheat silos of Fort 
William and Port Arthur, and to at 
American cities, such as Duluth, Mil- 
waukee, Chicago and Cleveland. 

As a secondary part of the scheme, the 
works are planned to generate 2,000,000 
horse-power of electric energy for tha 
benefit of American and Canadian indus- 
tries.

‘An application came before the Court on 
behalf of Thomas Joseph O'Farrell, of. 51 
Waterloo road, Dublin, and Thomas E. 
Spratt, of 5 Rathdown Park, Terenure, 
Dublin, trustees of the will of Mrs. Mary 
Schopperle, late of 58 South Richmond 
‘street, Dublin, for an order directing .the 
‘accountant to pay the dividend of the fund 
‘in court to the superintendent of St. Joseph's 
Home, Suffolk, for the benefit of Miss 
Gertrude Behan, the tenant for life. 

The matter had been before the Master 
of the High Court, who, in a memorandum, 
stated that. the fund had been paid into 
court under:the Trustee Act by the executors 
of Mrs. Schopperle’s will, and included a 
sum of 5 per cent. War Loan, 1929-1947. 
The application and the documents were in 

roper sd and the usual order would have 
MR made that the accountant should make 
the payment, but a difficulty arose whether 
the tenant for life should receive the cash 
bonus at the rate of £1 per £100, or whether 
the sum should form part of the capital 
moneys. 

In the published terms of conversion of 
this War Loan Stock held by trustees it had 
been publicly stated, added the Master in 
his memorandum, that the £1 bonus payable 
to trustees who applied for conversion before 
the 31st July, 1932, should be paid to persons 
entitled to receive the income. In other 
words, the bonus was income, not capital 
money. 

The authority for this was Section 15 (2) 
of the Finance Act (No. 2), 1932. This Act 
did not apply to the Free State, and, as a 
serious question of principle was involved 
‘for trustees generally, whether they should 
regard such bonus as income, he had put the 
summons in the judge's list for the 
determination of the question. 


GREAT RESPONSIBILITY. 


Mr. Overend, K.C. (instructed by Mr. W. 
J. M. Coulter), for Miss Gertrude Behan, 
the tenant for life, said that the amount of 
War Loan in this case was only £174 Os. 6d., 
but he gathered that the attitude of the 
accountant was that this question should be 
determined for him, because it would involve 
him in very great responsibility in other 
cases, 

Examining the provisions of the British 
Finance Act (No. 2), 1952, Mr. Overend 
emphasised the words “shall belong "” in the 
sub-section, which stated that ‘‘the cash 
payment shall belong to the person entitled 
to the income.”

War Loan, 
and observed that, eccording to that circular, 
the bonus was payable within fourteen: days 
of certain dates to different persons, accord.

continuance application.

in ‘this country, gave, he said, a 
declaration of the imtention of the payer of 
the cash bonus regarding what the cash 
bonus was, why it was made, and to whom 
it was to go.

Finance Act of 1932, the Treasury might 
pay the cash bonus to stockholders who were 
trustees in cases where the property was 
settled. An Act of Parliament of the British 
Legislature could not say that the contract 
was binding on citizens of the Irish Free 
State, and could not alter the position of an 
irish trustee. His submission was that the 
bonus, as received by the trustees, must be 
held by them on the trusts of the settlement. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that the docu- 
ments referred to should be exhibited in an 
affidavit, and he would allow forty-eight 
hours in which to have that done, and hold 
over his decision until to-morrow, when the 
case would appear in the list again.

A CANADIAN 
FARMER’S CLAIM. 


The Privy Council may be called upon

E. N. Soper, a 
wealthy Ottawa resident, in the Irish 
Hospitals’ Sweepstake on the Derby. 

Under an ancient English statute, which 
still continues in force, sweepstakes are 
illegal, and he who informs first (in law) 
of the winning of money in a sweepstake 
by another citizen may claim the spoils. 
Where Canadian jurisprudence doés not 
specifically cover a matter of law the 
British statute is operative in Canada, and 
under it an humble farmer has instituted 
proceedings to lay hold of Mr. Soper’s 
gains. 

Dozens of similar actions have been taken 
over the past twenty years, but they were 
mostly instituted by relatives or friends of 
the winner to protect him or her against 
other claims, and were permitted to lapse 
or were thrown out on the grounds of 
collusion. The one definite judgment was 
for £100 against a Toronto stenographer, 
also a winner in this year’s Irish sweep- 
stake on the Derby, and, as that judgment 


was given by default, Canadian law on the | 


subject, which indirectly affects millions 
of dollars invested annually by Canadians 
hu sweepstakes, is still nebulous. 

Mr. Soper, however, as a man of means 
will carry the case to the last court, if 
necessary, and if his informer is equally 
determined, a final judgment on the posi- 
tion of sweepstake winners will bo 
obtained.

France last winter, and it is understood 
has had the proceeds placed to his credit 
in France or Britain.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

Conciusions regarding tanks, effectives, air 
bombardment, chemical, bacteriological and 
incendiary warfare, are embodied in the draft 
resolution agreed on this afternoon by theheads 
of the British, French, United States and italian 
delegations for the provisional winding-up of 
the Disarmament Conference. 

After expressing the intention of the Con- 
ference to adopt a substantial reduction’ of 
armaments, the resolution heartily welcomes 
President Hoover's initiative, and accepts 
these underlying principles. i 

The draft was only agreed on after four 
hours of deliberation, and one point still 
awaits further consideration—viz., the 
question of the calibre of artillery. 

It is hoped to submit the terms of the 
resolution to a meeting of the General Com- 
mittee of the Conference to-morrow afternoon 
for approval, preliminary to the adjournment 
of the Conference over the holidays. ye

Mr. Maguire, opening the case for the 
prosecution, said that every time a receipt 
was changed a ‘“‘profit’’ of £4 10s. was 
made, an

had £5 worth of tickets in the drum. Glynn 
discovered this ‘system,’ and persuaded 
young Pierce to adopt it. It would be 
proved beyond doubt that the receipts in 
this case were altered by Glynn’s own 
hands, or by Pierce under the supervision 
of Glynn. As to what became of the money, 
he was sure that the jury would have little 
doubt. Glynn had Pierce as a kind of sub- 
agent in Dublin. They met not only in 
Dublin at Pierce’s office and home, but in 
London. 

Mr. Ralph Walker, of Wednesbury, 
Staffordshire, said that he bought two books 
of tickets from a friend in his home town. 
About ten davs later he received two receipts. 
He did not know who had sent the receipts, 
but the Sidcup postmark was on the envelope 
conveying them. 

Mr. Grenville Austin Edmunds, manager 
of a firm in Birmingham, said that he sold a 
book of tickets for the Hospitals’ Trust 
Sweepstake on the Derby to a Mr, Barton, 
and forwarded £5 to Mr. D. M. Pierce. 
Some days later he received a receipt, which 
he accepted as genuine. He did not know 
that this was a receipt for one ticket instead 
of twelve. 

Miss Jenny Moylan, an employé of the 
Trust, said that a receipt that she had issued 
numbered WW 75421 had been changed to 
WW 75421/52—12. 


FATHER AND SON. 


Mr. Donald. M. Pierce, of Sutton, Co, 
Dublin, said that -he was an insurance 
broker, with offices at 44 Dawson street, 
Dublin. His son, Robert (the* defendant) 
was employed in the ,Yorkshire Insurance 
Office, College Green, Dublin. He had 
received between “£3,000 and £4,000 from 


| people outside the Free State for tickets for 
| the recent Derby Sweepstake. 


On the 15th 
April last he received counterfoils and £10 
from a Mr. R. Walker, and gave the money 
and counterfoils to his son to deliver to the 
Hospitals’ Trust, but he never saw the 
réceipts. : On-.the 27th .April he received 
counterfoils from a Mr. Hopwood, in Man- 
chester, and again gave the money and 
counterfoils to his son, without seeing the 
receipts. 

He got to know Mr, Glynn through his 
son, who had “ given him a glowing account 
of Mr. Glynn.” He first met Mr. Glynn in 
London, when he gave him about six books 
of tickets for the Derby Sweepstake. Since 
then he had, unfortunately, met Glynn. fre- 
quently, and the latter had stopped in his 
house. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., 
for Glynn, Mr. Pierce said that he received 
commission from the Hospitals” Trust “for 
selling tickéts. He denied that he entered 
into any arrangement with regard to supply- 
ing him with tickets at special or other 
terms. He had heard his son mention that 
Glynn could not get enough tickets. When 
he brought the tickets to London he was 
merely obliging his son. 


COMMISSION. 


The next witness was Robert Acres Pierce, 
who had pleaded guilty to the charges 
against him. He first met Glynn on a train 
to London, he said. Glynn paid him 2s. 


as commission for every book of tickets which 


he sold. He also got expenses. 

When he visited Glytin in London the 
latter asked him to telephone to his 
(Pierce’s) cousin and ask if his sweepstake 
receipts were all right. His cousin said that 
he was satisfied, and, on hearing this, Glynn 
said, “My work has been well done, 
because your cousin dees not know. there is 
anything wrong with the receipts.” 

uring .& conversation in the Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin, Glynn told him that he had 
a method for obliterating figures on sweep- 
stake receipts. This method, Glynn said, was 
employed by London bank tlerks on the 
occasion of previous Irish sweepstakes, the 
obliteration being effected by means of a 
chemical which he (Pierce) did not know. 

The witness admitted having altered 
receipts in the Gresham Hotel, and said that 
Glynn asked him to make. the alterations. 
On one oveasion he gave Glynn about £3,000 
in cash and cheques for tickets. 

Pierce added that he addressed the enve- 
lope to Miss Smethurst in Manchester.

HOWTH GUARD PRESENTED 
WITH CERTIFICATE, 

At Howth District Court yesterday, 
District Justice Reddin, on behalf of the 
Royal Humane Society, presented the 
Society’s medal for life-saving to Guard 
Langton, of Howth. 

Superintendent Hughes read a ré@port from 
the Society, in which it was stated that, on 
July 7, Guard Langton, while on dufy on the 
pier at Howth, heard screams, and running 
to the sea near the lighthouse saw two 
children—Gretta O'Donnell (9) and Rosaline 
Plunkett (9)—in difficulties. He threw them 
a mooring rope, but the children could not 
catch it. Guard Langton, a poor swimmer 
himself, thereupon divested himself of hig 
great coat and tunic and dived in, and 
supported the children till a punt in charge 
of Mr. William Maconchy rescued them. 
Even when the children were brought ashore, 
and Guard Langton was exhausted, he applied 
artificial respiration till the children were 
revived. 

The Justice said that he regarded Guard 
Langton in the light of a hero, and that he
